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Elite Footballer — Do you have what it takes? 


Q. Is late deyelopment common? 

Clarky. Yes, Kids develop physically at differ- 
ent rates. Some may show exceptional speed 
and agility from a young age whereas others 
don’t. Some kids may show mental toughness 
early but their bodies haven’t grown enough 
to allow them to compete with the faster more 
agile kids, And that can mean that coaches can 
sometimes overlook players who have what it 
takes to go onto bigger and better things. 


Q. What are some of the mistakes coaches 
can make with developing talent. 

Clarky. Some kids are absolute stars from a 
very early age and find the game very easy, ev- 
erything is natural for them and they tend to be 
faster and more skilled than other kids, Coach- 
es can let these talented kids go on their merry 
way without challenging them to improve ail 


aspects of their game. When these'kids hit their 
tmid-teens and all the other kids have caught up 
and suddenly the game is not so easy anymore, 
these talented players can go missing because 
they’ve never been taught how to be mentally 
tough, everything was easy before but now 
they have to work hard at their game and they 
struggle. Developing talent is not just about de- 
veloping physical attributes and technique; it’s 
also about instilling a work ethic that makes the 
player want to continually improve their game. 


Q. So what is the best way to accelerate the 
development of talented players? 

Clarky. In my opinion development squads are 
the way to go. Clubs can start development 
squads as early as U/10 levels. In these devel- 
opment-squads, as well as teaching the kids the 
fundamentals, you begin to drill them on con- 
trolling the ball and distributing under pressure 
with efficiency and operating at speed. Choos- 
ing the kids to go into these develop squads is 
the tough part and coaches and parents need to 
make sure they don’t put too much pressure on 
their kids to develop if their kid wants to be do- 
ing other things. 


Q. What about the players in their early to 
mid teens, how do you develop them? 

Clarky. Again talented players should seek to 
play in the best competition possible or be part 
of development squads. Again, they need to be 
taught to operate with efficiency and at speed 
when under pressure. And those that do miss 
‘opportunities to be in rep sides or development 
squads, that may not have matured physically 
yet, need to be reminded to keep up their work 
ethic, to keep training, keep trying harder and 
if they keep developing then their opportunities 
will come. Keep in mind, coaches and parents 
should never put too much pressure on a player, 
at the end of the day the player must have a

‘The first time I saw Damien Lovelock on SBS TV I 
realised that this was something unique. It was dur- 
ing the last World Cup in South Korea/ Japan and 
Damo introdiiéed himself to the Australian TV au- 
dience by calling for Paraguayan coach Cesare Mal- 
dini to be drug tested after Maldini had waited until 
the last minute of play to bring on super-sub Nelson 
Cuevas in their second round, elimination match 
against Germany. The Paraguayans lost and Damo 
told the world that only drugs, or perhaps witch- 
craft, could explain Maldini’s bizarre behaviour. 

Since then, Damo has become a regular on SBS’s The 
World Game and Ihave to admit that his segment ‘Fan’s 
Comer’ is easily my favourite part of the show. If, like 
me, you're a fan then you are in for a treat with Love- 
lock’s new book: Damo’s Bedside Guide to the World 
Cup, It’s written in Damo’s distinctive voice: intelli- 


gent and well informed with a straight talking attitude 
that cuts through the standard bullshit of your typical 
sports commentators like a buzz-saw cutting through a 
twelve tier wedding cake. And it’s funny — laugh out 
loud funny, piss yourself funny, Sandy Roberts trying 
to call soccer funny. 

Damo’s Bedside Guide to the World Cup takes you on 
a mile-a-minute, thrills-and-spills roller coaster ride 
through the history of the World Cup: from the first 
tournament in Uruguay through to a preview of the ac- 
tion in Germany. What really takes you by surprise is 
the amount of detail contained here. Damo has obvi- 
ously spent far too much time hunkered down in front 
of the TV watching hundreds of hours of World Cup 
football — and it all comes spilling out in this easy to 
read and very entertaining book. On top of this is the 
greatest account of the last thirty-two years of Austra- 
lian football history you will ever read. You'll know 
some of the details but you've never had them all put 
together and rolled out like a giant technicolour tapes- 
try like Damo does. 

The highlight of the book is Damo’s reliving of his 
favourite matches and moments in the history of the 
tournament. Some are obvious (like the epic Italy vs 
West Germany semi-final from Mexico 1970) some 
are less well-known (like Belgium vs the USSR from 
1986). The heroic moments are equally diverse: from 
Roger Milla lighting up Italy 1990, to Irish defender/ 
midfielder Paul McGrath sacrificing all in USA 1994, 
The description of Paolo Rossi’s return from the depths 
of football disgrace is pure genius. 

Damo’s Bedside Guide to the World Cup is the per- 
fect book to dip into while you're waiting for the next 
match from Germany to kick-off and also the perfect 
gift for anyone who is new to the game and wants to 
Jearn what all the fuss is about. Ithas all the depth of an 
encyclopedia with the attitude of a comic book. Highly 
recommended.

genuine desire to keep improving, otherwise 
back off and let the player enjoy himself or her- 
self without pressure. 


Q. Efficiency and speed seems important, ex- 
actly what do you mean? 

‘Clarky. The really good players never look hur- 
ried and they look neat in everything they do 
— shooting, passing controlling and so on, At 
the elite levels, players need to be able to be 
composed under pressure and they need speed, 
speed of thought and execution. You can’t play 
at the elite levels if you cannot control a ball 
under pressure, or if you hold the ball too long 
before laying off. or if you cannot make passes 
that hit their target. A lot of players think they 
can play at the elite levels but the reality is that 
under extreme pressure they do not have the 
technical skills and speed to be able to com- 
pete. 


Q. How do you develop the ability to operate 
efficiently at speed and under pressure? 
Clarky. The fundamentals need to be continu- 
ally drilled, Here in Australia I think we some- 
times overlook the fundamentals even at senior 
levels. Stuff like kicking with the instep, on the 
laces and the outside of the foot efficiently, trap- 
pingthe ball, operating with both feet. Once the 
fundamentals are in place then intensity is the 
key. Training must be conducted with a high in- 
tensity, no going through the motions. Players 
need to get used to operating at high intensity 
whatever they are doing and then and only then 
will improvements in speed and efficiency oc- 
cur— lack lustre training = lack lustre playing. 


Q. For those players already at the elite level, 
how do you continue to develop them? 

Clarky. You get them to continue to practice the 
fundamentals of passing and controlling the ball 
and you get them to do it at high intensity under 


pressure situations. You get them to continually 
try and improve all aspects of their game. 


Q. What about on match day, how do you 
motivate elite players then? 

Clarky. I remind them that they are in a position 
that is the envy of mgst football players and not 
‘to waste the opportunity. I get them to be men- 
tally switched on, to know their role and to be 
positive and not be afraid of making mistakes. 


Q. Finally, give us a summary of the most 
important steps to becoming an elite player. 
Clarky, Natural talent,is a god-given gift and 
not everyone has it, But the following steps will 
give players a solid foundation: 
4 Be as fit as you can be 
- Continually work on your technique 
in all aspects of the game 
- Aspire to play at the best standard 
against the best competition for your age 

Train like you mean to play — with 
intensity and as much as possible, under pres- 
Sure situations 
3 And always look for ae of improy- 
ing, extra sessions, expert coaching, playing 
against older more experienced players.

Argentina 2 -1 Ivory Coast 


HAMBURG- Argentina earned themselves three 
valuable points against a strong Cate dIvoire, with 
goals from Hernan Crespo and Javier Saviola. 
Instead of fielding Arouna Koné as expected, Cote 
d'loire coach Michel Henri selected Bonaventure 
Kalou. 

‘The Africans inmediately showed their ambition and 
managed to enter the Argentinian penalty area several 
times in the opening phase, although no real chances 
were created. 

But the Argentinians were dangerous in the 14th min- 
ute, A cross from the right wing was almost met by 
Crespo, but the defense cleared and gave away a cor 
ner. 

And from that comer, defender Roberto Ayala headed 
on goal and although goalkeeper Jean-Jacques Tizie 
saved on the line, the Argentinians claimed a goal. 
Referee De Bleeckere thought differently however. 
The controversial decision, because it was hard to see 
whether the ball had crossed the line, did not affect the 
Argentinians who continued to attack as Céte d'Ivoire 
hid on their own half. 

But luckily, the hiding did not last long and the ball 
now went from one side to the other in a very active 
phase,

& Tobago, as first goalkeeper Kelvin Jack suffered a thigh 
injury ahead of the game, 

‘The Swedes were by far the stronger side in the opening 
phase, and set a high pace for Trinidad to keep up with, 
In the fifth minute, a Yorke foul on Ljungberg eamed Sw 
dden a free kick just outside the penalty area, but Larsson’s 
strike went just wide. 

Avery John got a yellow card for a violent foul on Wil- 
‘helmsson in the 15th minute, where a red card would have 
been in place 

Sweden were close to scoring the opening goal when 
Tbrakkimovic stormed down the right wing and delivered a 
‘cross, which was only just missed by Henrik Larsson, 
‘Trinidad slowly statted to look stronger and their passing 
improved. The Scandinavian defense regularly had to in- 
terféte.

The Argentinians almost scored a lucky third as a free 
kkick from Riquelme, taken from the left wing, only 
just missed the goal, 

For the first substitution of the match, coach Michel 
took off Kalou to bring on Aruna Dindane in the 56th 
minute. 

Eight minutes later, Argentina boss Pekerman replaced 
goalscorer Hernan Crespo with Rodrigo Palacio. 

‘Not much happened in this phase, as Cote d’Ivoire did 
not seem half as inspired as in the first half, and could 
not break through Argentina’s defense. 

In the 70th minute, the Africans were close however. 
Drogba confused the Argentinian defense but could 
not score himself, and a following shot from Koné 
lacked direction. 

And two minutes later, the Ivorians had a free kick at 
more than 30 meters from the goal. Drogba deflected 
the low shot with his foot but sent the ball wide.

MUNICH - Germany have won the opening match 
of the 2006 FIFA World Cup, beating Costa Rica 4-2 
with goals from Phillip Lahm, Miroslav Klose and

‘After a minute of silence, in order to remember foot 
ball legends that passed away in recent years, Paulo 
‘Wanchope kicked off to officially open the 2006 
World Cup. 

‘The first good chance was for Germany in the 4th 
minute, Podolski passed the ball to Frings, who 
struck just over the crossbar from thirty meters. 


1-0 Phillip Lahm 6th minute 


But two minutes later, Klinsmann’s side did open the 
Score. Defender Phillip Lahm’s diagonal shot from 
the left side beautifully curved into the top right cor- 
ner, beating goalkeeper Porras.

I don’t 
believe all Australians understand how dif- 
ficult it is to get tickets for any England 
international games. A friend of mine has 
managed it by applying through the pool 
‘lucky dip’ system. He managed to get Iran 
versus Angola, restricted viewing. Not en- 
ticing enough to make me follow suit... 

For those that do make it to Germany, remem- 
ber that they do not speak English there. I 
have listed below a few ‘international’ terms.

Fidur Gudjohnsen’s days at Chelsea seem numbered, and 
he has no shortage of suitors with Barcelona, Valencia, 
Arsenal and Manchester United all in the race to sign the 
Ieclandie striker, Barcelona meanwhile, is also working 
on a £30m deal to bring Frank-Lampard to Nou Camp 
— involving cash plus Portuguese midfielder Deco ~ which 
‘has prompted the Londoners to offer the England talis- 
man a £40,000-per-week pay rise to keep him at Stamford 
Bridge, 


Sir Alex Ferguson remains confident that Marscille’s 
Franck Ribery will make the switch to Old Trafford, de- 
spite his initial £9m offer being rejected last week and 
news that arch-rivals Arsenal have also entered the race 
for the highly-rated French winger. And the United boss 
has decided that Spurs and England midfielder Michael 
Carrick is the man to replace Roy Keane at the heart of the 
Red Devils’ midfield, offering £10m for the former West,

Ham man. Tottenham, however, is holding out for more, 
and has slapped a whopping £20m price tag on Carrick’s 
head. Should the move go ahead, Spurs will join Liver- 
pool in the race to sign Chelsea winger Damien Duff.

‘Wigan is bracing itself for the loss of yet another striker 
with Henri Camara looking to move to a “big club” to 
further his career. Portsmouth is one club thought to be 
interested although it seems that boss Harry Redknapp is 
setting his sights much higher than the Senegalese star this 
summer. He’s thought to have hada £12m offer for J 
maine Defoe rejected already andiis tracking “The ini 
ible Sulk”, Fenerbahce’s Nicolas Anelka, who unsurpri 
ingly is seeking a move after only one season in Turkey.

Liverpool has offered £3.5m for Birmingham's troubled 
midfielder Jermaine Pennant. 


Pompey could break its transfer record by stumping up

Newoastle is keen on transfer-listed Fulham midfielder 
Steed Malbranque, who would cost them over £4m, and 
West Ham’s Dean Ashton, who the Magpies see as a 
ready-made replacement fot Alan Shearer.
